GOOD APPLE PIES. 


How to Make Them Tit for the God», and 


Man IIH Well. 


A green apple pio with light flaky 


crust that holds without any leakage 
while baking its sugary, spicy juices, 
makes a toothsome dessert, but to my 
certain knowledge there arc house- 
kecpois, good housekeepers, too, of 
forty years' standing, who resort to 
the expedient ot stewing their apples 
before Making pies, thus losing the 
delicious ilavor and jellied layers of 
pies filled with slices of raw apple, be- 
cause they are disgusted with having 
tho juicy goodness of such pies boil 
over while baking, with a big smoke 
and scorch on the oven's bottom. 


If there is any thing that will wet 


blanket a cook'b courage it 13 to hear 
the sharp si/-zle of escaping boiling 
pie juice, and—unless one has experi- 
ence and skill in the manipulation of 
pie crust—boil and si/rale and smoke its 
juice will from the time a fat-cheeked 
green apple pie is shoved into baking 
quarters, till it loaves thorn flattened 
and smooched with its leakage ot good- 
ness. 
We have read the newspapers and 


we have tried all reborts; binding'tho 
pie's edges with cloth, puttying up the 
oracking seams with spatted wads of 
dough, and by making the pie crust so 
tough that even boiling hot juices 
could not penetrate it to escape, and 
now, after an experience of twenty 
fears, we have settled on this method 
for making every-day apple pies, with 
;rust as light and nouiibhing as bread, 
md yet whose flavor and sweetness 
xnd juices will bo held and not candied 
in a sticky scoieh on the bottom of the 
Dvcn. 


Three cupiuls of thick sour milk, 


Dne cnpful of sour cream or one-third 
jupiul of butter, one large teaspooniul 
af soda, one-fourth teaspoonful of salt, 
and flour enough to make a.still dough. 


This quantity is sufficient to make 


six laige pies or eight small ones. 
Line the plates with crust and befoie 
tilling them with sliced apples, put into 
jach plate two tablespoontuls of sugar, 
one of Hour and what spiee you intend 
for the pie. 
Thoroughly mix these 


and spread evenly over bottom crust. 
After the plates arc filled with apple, 
add one tablesnoonful of molasses. 


Roll dough for upper crusts and 


spread on eat h, 1hin shavings of lard 
or butter 
Thickly sprinkle Hour over 


lhi& and loll lightly. Trace a pielty 
vine and slash tiny holes for steam to 
aseape. Cover, without wetting edge?, 
pressing them dote together. Just 
before baking, dash cold water over 
top crust, enough to thoroughly wet 
Hour. Bake slowly three-fourths of an 
liour and longei if apple is hard and 
unripe 
When 
done, with a tiny- 


nosed toy tea pot, pour into the pio 
thiongh one of the slashes in ciust, two 
cablespoonfuls of boiling water. 


With reasonable care, theie is no 


need of mutilatirgorsoakingunsightly 
uliices in top crust. 
We think it a great improvement 


placing sugar and nour below apple in- 
stead of above it. There is less danger 
^f escaping juice and the apple is 
thoroughly cooked and deliciously 
flavored and jellied with the spicy, 
thickened sirup boiling up through it. 


This crust, being nearly as digestible 


ind wholesome as bread, we are not 
afraid to allow onr small children a 
generous cut from such pies, and lh<'j 
ure not slow in claiming it.—Clarissa 
Potter, in Good Housekeeping.

but the flow of subscriptions slackened. 
However, the government sanctioned a 
lottery, and wilh this panorama and oth- 
er means the money was raised.

funds necessavv for putting the pieces to- 
gether in New York, for erecting the pe- 
destal, were raised by public subscrip- 
tions in America, m duly by the patriotic 
and spirited efforts of the New York 
Wirrld.

tween the two republics." 


M. Bartholdi continued:

aide.

There are about 1!!,(Kill cabmen in London 


and about 1,1X10 'bus drhers. The cabmen 
havu fixed rates for passengers, but t'ley ex- 
]xict a penny or two additional with every 
fare. 
The hansom cab is tue great vehicle 


Ill-re, and its rates aru for two pel-sons about 
a shilling or twenty-five cents for a two-mile 
trip, il is a two-wheeled oiie-horseuli'.dr, 
open ut thu front, and thu driver sits behind 
and drives with his lines over (lie Uip of tho 
cab. 
They do not obstruct the view and they 


make excellent time. Theso cabs aro owned 
largely by capitalists, who let them out to tho 
drivurs at. so much per day, and their pay!' 
in what they can earn over this. The han- 
.som was for years pueulinrly a London in- 
stitution, but it has been lately token up in 
tho United States, and "Washington, Phila- 
delphia and Now York arc adopting it. 


Speaking of restaurants' and eating, it is 


wonderful how much meat these English 
people eat, and what good meats they have. 
Thu English grill room has an international 
reputation for its chops and steaks, and all 
over England you will see the sign "Grill 
Hoom" tacked to the walls of many restau- 
rants. The grill room is a part of tho restau- 
rant whore the meat is broiled in the same 
room it is eaten, and where onu can pick out 
his own bteak or chop ind havo it cooked for 
him. It differs from other restaurant rooms 
chiefly iu the grilling part, which consists of 
a wido fireplace at the end oi' the room, built 
into tho chimney, about as high from tho 
floor as that upon which tho blacksmith's lire 
burns. Upon this fireplace arc masses of red 
coals, and over them grates of iron and spits, 
on winch, with an appetizing odor, are broil- 
ing meats of various kinds. A cook in white 
uap, white waistcoat, and apron presides over 
the grill, and at ids side are big counters 
upon which aro laid out all kinds of raw 
chops, steaks and birds. You can pick out 
your own piece of meat, and see it put on tho 
coals. In ten minutes, or less, it will be 
brought, smoking hot, to you, and you M 
find it delicious. If you are an Englishman 
you will order a mug of beer with it, and 
about a quart of huavy beer will bo handed 
you m a big silver mug. You also have 
potatoes or othur vegetables if ) on pay for 
them, and you close your repast with a bit of 
old Stilton or Grorgonzola cheese, which looks 
as old as a cathedral ruin and as moldy n.s a 
damp, unused cellar. 


There aru numerous old and noted restau- 


rants in London. I came across one the 
other day culled the Falststll1 restaurant in tho 
vicinity of Mark lane, and on Fleet struct 
there is onu at which !Nell Gwyune used to 
dine which dates back into the Seventeenth 
century and has tho sign "Nell Gwynnu Tav- 
ern, founded A. 1). IGtili,'' upon it. 


Thu Cock tavern near by has been noted 


among lawyers for years, and it is a little six- 
teen-feet wide building of many storius, sand- 
wiched in between more modern structures. 
It has a golden rooster for a bign, and it lookb 
very old. It is tbe restaurant that Tennyson 
speaks of in the beginning of one of bis 
poems: 


Oh, plump head waiter at tho Cock, 


To \\ hlch I most resort, 


How goes the time f "fis five o'clock. 


lit* letch u piuL of port, 


But let it not he such as that 


Yon set hufore chance eomers, 


But such u hosu I'utlier-grapo grew fat 


On Lusitaiiian biniimur.s. 


I dropped into tho (Jock yesterday. The 


grill eating was going on in stalls, whilo u 
very pretty maiden presided over the bar. I 
took a glass of port lor tho name of the thing 
and found it very good indeed, but wheUmi 
it was of tho Lnsitauuii kind or that foi 
chance comers I know not. 


Among the noted London restaurateurs ol 


tho present, Spiers & Pond stand very high 
They have restaurants with silver gridiron; 
and lota of colored glass all over London, am 
you find their establishments connected witl 
the principal theatres and tho railway sta 
tions. They are Australians-, who havo in- 
troduced French cookery into Kngliind, mu 
many of their rustaureuits- furnish meals or 
the Duval plan 
Duval was a Krunci 


butcher, who bus founded restaurants aL 
over Paris, at which everything is sold at the 
lowest remunerative rates, anil everything ii 
charged for even to tho napkins. A bill oi 
fare is given you with tho prices attached to 
each dish, and you pay for just whatyo 
want and no more, except a fee, perhaps, to 
the waiters, These restaurants of Spiers & 
Pond are higher in price tlian tho Duval cs 
tablishments of Paris, but their service is ox 
cellent. 


There is a big ono in Fleet street, near thi 


new law courts and in tho locality of tin 
large newspaper olliccs of London, 
it was ii 


Fleet street thai Dr. Samuel Johnson lived 
and this restaurant is not far Irom when 
Isaac Walt/Hi's house usud to stand, i havi. 
dined in it many times, and am always abk 
to gut a good dinner for abouf fifty cents 
Everything yon have hero costs something 
Tho use of the washroom to clean your hands 
and face costs six cents, and for this you ge 
a fresh towel, wrapped up iu a se.iled paper, to 
show that no one else has wiped upon it, 
"brush oft" by a waiter, nnd as much hot an 
cold water and soap as you want, Tho dinin 
rooms aro above th'is and on a level with 
Fleet street. They aro largo, elegantly fur 
nished and filled with a hundred or so oj 
little tables, covered with tuowhib-stof linen. 
You enter them through a wido hall, and as 
you pass the poheeman at the door you on 
given a ticket or bill, on which what you ea 
will be set down by your waiter. The boj 
who gives you this is in a sort of a pen in tho 
middle of the doorway, and you cannot pass 
in without getting it. You select your table 
and your waiter takes your order. All of th 
waiters are girls of from about 18 to £5 years 
of age, and a very pretty, lady-like am 
agreeable lot of girls they arc. They ha 
one costume. It consists of a gray stono-col 
ored dress, a whito apron, low slippers and a

The prices o£ eating 


in London aru about the same as in America, 
and when you figure up the total of your 
hotel bills yon Iiml that they amount to at 
least S.'! or $4 per day at the better hotels, and 
moi u than that at the best. Their prices ap- 
pear cheaper from tho fact that everything is 
iMni/.ed. The total, however, is a continual 
astonishment. Tako a rixed price per day 
per room, say $1, and this is about the lowest 
for whii Ii one can get a room at the better 
hotels m I he West End, or fashionable Lon- 
don, and you find at the close an additional 
charge ot one shilling and a half for service 
and one shilling lor lights. The price of your 
room is now Sl.GJ, and thu waiters and boots 
will uxpei t something when you leave. 
A 


room on any except tho top floor will bo 
higher, and the total daily rates will count up 
about as follows: Si a day for the fourth 
floor, So for the third, Sb for the second, and 
about S10 for a room, including board, on the 
first floor. 
In all European hotels the ground 


floor does not count, and in most of them the 
floor above this is called the "entresol." The 
first floor is what would bu tho third floor in 
ail American hotel, and there are few Amer- 
ican hotels which charge as much as the 
above rates. 


Ot late years a number of penny coll'ce 


houses have sprung up all over England, and 
you find them in every part of London. 
Theso cofl'ee rooms give a fair cup of coffee 
or chof olate for a penny, or two cents, a pat 
of butter for two cents and a piece of bread 
or roll for the same. Cold meats, pies and 
cake aro also sold. There are no waiters at 
most of them, except those behind the cash 
counter. You go to tlio counter, u-sk for what 
yon want, and carry it to one of the marble 
tables in tho room, and, taking a seat, eat 
your Iu llcli at your leisure. I have patron- 
ized these coll'ee houses suvural times when I 
wanted only a "snack" and have found them 
good. I understand that they are very pay- 
ing institutions and that they do a great deal 
ill the way of temperance reform, us no 
liquors arc sold at them.
